Moscow Planes Also 
Cover Polar Area 


j FAIF-iBANKS, Alaska. (/P) — 
Kntrusteil with the direction of the 
search for the lost Russian lran.s- 
polar plane. A. Vartanian. Soviet 
representative, w'as speeding to¬ 
ward F'airbanks by plane today. 

He took off from Juneau on the 
second leg of his flight from Se¬ 
attle at 9 a. m. while scores at the 
airport waved goodbye and 
shouting expressions of hope and 
Pilot Sigismund Levaneffsky and 
his five comrades woukl be found. 

Meanwhile, Jimmy Mattern, 
noted American aviator, prepared 
to leave in his speedy, twin-mo¬ 
tored monoplane to .search the 
Actic wastes for the .six mi.ssing 
Hu.ssian flyers. 

Mattern arrived only last night 
after a recorfl-breaking non-stop 
flight from Oakland.

The American flier .said he would 
traverse the 148th meridian in 
quest of a clue to the fate of 
the Russians who di.sappeared Fri¬ 
day on a 4000-mile flight from 
Moscow to Fairbanks.

New Law to Bite 
Crash Drivers

Figurea, they say don’t lie, and 
here are a lot of figures com¬ 
piled by The Journal today to 
show taxpayers in Santa Ana 
what the tax score is for the fiscal 
year of 1937-38. 

According to the figures secured 
from city, county and school offi¬ 
cials by The Journal, the total 
tax bill on a home or other prop¬ 
erty at $1500 will be $74.85 as 
compared with $65.25 last year 
and $64.20 the year before. ’This 
is an increase of $9.60 this year 
over last.

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NINE DEATHS ! 
CHARGED TO 
'BLUEBEARD' 

German Woman Held 
For 'Mass Murder' 

CINCINNATI. <JF> — After re¬ 
ceiving evidence in what Prose¬ 
cutor Dudley Miller Outcalt 
termed “the biggest mass murder 
in this country,’’ the Hamilton 
county grand jury today indicted 
Mrs, Anna Hahn, 31-year-old 
mother, on two charges of murder. 

The jurors charged her with the 
"malicious and premeditated” j 
slaying of George Gsellmanr 67. 
who died suddenly July 6 and 
Jacob V^'sener, 78, a team.ster, who 
died June 3. 

The two indictments were re- , 
ported to Judge Charles S. Bell 
within 15 minutes after the jury 
was called to consider the ca.se. 
Police have nine other unexplained 
deaths under scrutiny, four of 
which were of elderly German men 
with whom Mrs. Hahn admitted: 
having been friendly. i 

Both Gsellman's and Wagner’s' 
bodies were exhumed and vital | 
organs examined by City Chemist j 
O. P. Behrer, who reported finding i 
“piosltlve traces of pol.son” in | 
Gsellman’s viscera. i 

’The indictments came as Cap¬ 
tain Hayes reported that 13 pre¬ 
scriptions for poisons and nar¬ 
cotics had been traced to Mrs. 
Hahn. He expressed belief the 
prescriptions, which bore the name 
of Dr. Arthur Vos, had been 
forged. Vos has offices in a house 
inherited by Mrs. Hahn from Ernst 
Kohler, elderly teamster who died 
In 19.33. 

Hayes said Mrs. Hahn admitted 
administering narcotics to Kohler, 
but declared .she did so under di¬ 
rection of Dr. Vos. The physician 
denied giving orders for narcotics 
in the Kohler case. 

“Mrs. Hahn administered enough 
narcotics to Kohler to kill several 
men,” Hayes charged. “She 
bought enough to kill a dozen per- 
son.s, all within a few days.” 

.S'hattle said Mrs. Hahn had 
been linked “either directly or in- 
di' liy” with fatalities which 
d' from the death in 1933 of 
K' or. to George Obendoerfer, 
rr erately wealthy cobbler who 
(> f I Aug. 1 in a Colorado Springs 
liospital. Kohler bequeathed her 
his $12,000 home. 

Besides the deaths of Gsellman, 
found dead in bed July 6, Kohler 
and Obendoerfer, the list under in¬ 
vestigation includes Albert Pal¬ 
mer, 72, and Jacob Wagner, 78, | 
who died in March and June of 
1937, respectively, and Johannes 
Osswald, 75. Others under scrut- 
ing have not been disclosed.

The Japanese flagship left her 
moorings off the international set¬ 
tlement and stesimed down river, 
ostensibly to turn her guns on the 
Pootung shore. Foreign officials 
hope her withdrawal would be 
permanent, for the greatest peril 
to the settlement has been the ex¬ 
change of bombs and shells be¬ 
tween Chinese planes and the 
Idzumo. 

Shortly before midnight a ter¬ 
rific explosion rocked Shanghai 
like an earthquake, but It was not 
explained.

Automobile clubs have informed 
the police department that prop¬ 
erty losses from automobile wrecks 
have been reduced 60 per cent 
since Chief Howard started his 
safety campaign. Claims pre¬ 
sented to the clubs have amounted 
to but 40 per cent of the total for 
the same period last year. 

Chief Howard told The Journal 
that he considers prevention of In¬ 
juries and deaths through acci¬ 
dents the most important duty of 
the police department. It is worth 
more to save one life than to pre¬ 
vent a burglary, he pointed out, 
although the department will 
strive to prevent all types of 
crimes as well as halt maiming 
and murdering of people on the 
highways In traffic accidents.

PORT WASHINGTON, N. Y. t/P) 
A German seaplane which flew 
from Europe on the southern route 
alighted here today as a huge 
American flying boat was about 
to take off on its first survey 
flight over the same air Janes in 
the international race to establish 
scheduled transatlantic flying. 

First to greet Capt. Joachim 
Blankenburg of the German Nord- 
meer was Capt. Harold E. Gray of 
the Pan-American Clipper HI, 
which was warming up for a 
flight to Bermuda, Azores, Lisbon 
and Southampton. 

Captain Blankenburg’s Nord- 
meer settled on Manhasset bay at 
6:37 a. m. (eastern standard time) 
after a 150-mile-an-hour flight 
from the Azores, 2392 miles away, 
where his 19-ton seaplane with 
four Diesel 600-horsepower motors 
were catapulted from the steam¬ 
ship Schwabenland. He said he 
flew much of the way at 20 feet 
above the water to avoid head¬ 
winds. 

Regular commercial transatlan¬ 
tic service is expected to be estab¬ 
lished next year, not only by the 
German and American planes, but 
also by British and French.

Mrs. E. P. M. asks what arterio¬ 
sclerosis, or hardening of the ar¬ 
teries, is and how can it be pre¬ 
vented. It is a di.sease of the walls 
of the arteries and can be pre¬ 
vented by dying before the age 
of forty or over. 

Hardening of the arteries is 
“old age.” It may begin at fifty 
and may not be prominent at .sev¬ 
enty, but it will finally get you. 
if you live long enough. It begins 
early in life and .slowly but surely 
increases. It is primary a change 
in the inner lining of the walls of 
the arteries. It is a chemical 
change of the fatty acids into cal¬ 
cimine .soaps; there is a dying off 
of the elastic tissues with death 
of cells, a deposit of calcium, and 
a decrease in elasticity. 

It is u.sually a slow and gradual 
change. The disease condition may 
attack the small ve.ssels of the 
kidneys, of the heart, the brain, 
lungs or extremities. 'ITie changes 
are usually due to wear and tear. 
It is probable that infective or¬ 
ganisms or poisons floating in the 
blood stream have much to do 
with the proces.s 

It is the process of dying and 
leads to the saying that “we die 
steadily from birth to old age.” 
As I have .stated before, it is the 
result of stress and strain and 
appears first In those arteries that 
have to bear the greatest burden. 
The chief of these is the aorta or 
large artery that receives the 
blood directly from the heart, with 
I he greatest prc.ssurc. Hardening 
occurs frequently in the ve.ssels of 
he heart, the kidneys and brain. 

In the early stages there need 
be no increase in blood pressure 
ond as age advances and the heart 
OSes its propelling power. the 
tension often becomes less. In 
middle life the blood pre.ssure is 
ncreased because of the lack of 
dasticlty of the arterial walls and

Chill and, just before 
serving time, arrange on a platter 
with lettuce hearts. Garnish with 
slices of tomatoes, curled an¬ 
chovies, radi.sh roses and sweet 
pickles. 

LE.MON ClMiONL’T CAKE 

Follow your favorite recipe for a 
plain white cake, and bake in 2 
thick layers that can be split, or 
in 4 thin layers. Spread the fol¬ 
lowing filling between tbe layers, 
over the top and sides of the cake. 
Then sprinl^e coconut generou.sly 
over the sides and top edge of the 
cake to make a 1-inch rim, leaving 
a circle of the filling in the center. 

For the filling, put I'/i cups 
water, cup lemon juice, % tea- 
.spoon sait and 1 cup sugar in the 
top of a double boiler and bring to 
a boil over direct heat. Place over 
boiling water. Add slowly, stirring 
constantly a paste made of 1 cup 
flour and l'^ cups water, and cook 
a minutes, stirring constantly.

NEW YORK (A>l—Perkins Ob¬ 
servatory of Ohio Wesleyan and 
Ohio State University reports that 
Finsler’s comet, which passed close 
to the big dipper last week, was 
clocked at 400,000 miles an hour. 
That is a speed of a little more 
than 6600 miles a minute. 

Dr. Ernest Cherrirgton, jr., of 
the Perkins Observatory, kept a 
camera on the comet for two hours 
the night of Aug. 10. 

“During the two hours in which 
the photograph was taken,” the 
observatory reports, ‘the comet 
moved among the stars a distance 
equivalent to one and one-half 
times the apparent diameter of the 
full moon. 

"Its actual motion through space 
during this short interval must 
have amounted to at least 800,000 
miles--400,000 miles per hour."

With Senator Hugo Black’s nomination scheduled to 
go through the senate today, it is interesting to make an 
appraisal of the man whom President Roosevelt has picked 
for the supreme court justice vacancy. 

The Alabaman has been a fearless champion of those 
he believed to be oppressed and a militantly liberal legis¬ 
lation. 

But what he will be as a justice of the supreme court 
remains to be seen.

That Mr. Roosevelt ha.s hi.s 
fault.s your corrc.spondent would be 
among the fir.st to admit under 
very little pre.s.sure, hut, as ,a .social 
and political liver-.shaker, he ha.s 
had no equal in our time in this 
country. Ornery, tricky, stubborn, 
wayward and as strong as a bull, 
he has bucked, wheeled, kicked, 
walked on his hind legs, tried to 
ma.sh us against the barn and 
scrape our heads off under the 
door in more than four years of 
continuous plunging, and he ap¬ 
parently isn't even breathing hard 
yet. 

Pull him out of one willful, pesky 
trick and he wiil stand there a 
minute with his head down, show¬ 
ing the whites of his eyes and then 
go tearing off across the yard 
hellbent, rattling our teeth and 
every bone and joint in our body. 

Possibly, if we had known what 
a wild, stubborn critter he was we 
might have been le.ss willing to 
take a chance on him in the first 
place. He looked nice and <lres.sy 
back there in 1932, and although 
he did give some indications of 
unconventional habits, there was 
nothing in his past record to in¬ 
dicate what a cantankerous Hyde 
he would turn out to be. 


Sifting the objections to his appointment, it can be 
seen that they come largely from tory sources, and there¬ 
fore will not be very effective. 

For who expected F.D.R. to name a Liberty Leaguer 
or a reactionary Republican to the bench? 

Certainly he is entitled to do what other presidents 
have done—to fill vacancies as they occur with justices 
whose economic and social philosophies are his own. 

In fact, this seems to us to be quite necessary, in order 
to give the court better balance and more modern outlook, 
thus correcting the situation which caused the recent con¬ 
troversy. 

>* • * 

The Senator’s record as a liberal, however, is not all 
that it should be, according to Washington ob.servers. 

His first race for the senate was made with the sup¬ 
port of the Ku Klux Klan and Alabama political forces 
representing racial and religious intolerance at their 
worst. 

As chairman of the senate lobby committee his use of 
blanket subpoenas to obtain copies of telegrams, private 
or otherwise, showed scant respect for the due-process 
clause of the constitution. 

And, even on the day his nomination reached the sen¬ 
ate, he was cooperating with other southern senators to 
kill the anti-lynching bill. 

Strangely, many liberals who know him well seem no 
longer to hold these digressions against him. Perhaps that 
is so because economic issues have overshadowed others. 
Yet, the supreme court has custody of our personal liber¬ 
ties as well as our economic liberties.

Working single-handed, Black 
began digging up startling facts 
and figures .and airing the inegii- 
larities on the .senate floor. In the 
end he forced the si’iiate to author¬ 
ize a I,robe, and lor several years 
he poured out a steady stream of 
•sensational revelations. ’nie dis¬ 
closures led to the enactment of 
the maritime act that abolished 
these subsidies. 

From ocean mail contracls he 
turned his attention to airmail 
contracts, and .again rocked the 
country with his findings. Again 
hi.s probing led to legislation that 
saved the taxiiayers tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollais. 

Black was still engaged in the 
airmail probe when R<-pre.sentative 
Driscoll of Pennsylvania told him 
about receiving fake telegrams op¬ 
posing' the I’l'csident's bolding 
company bill. A life-long foe of 
utilities, Blai'k promptly started a 
new inve.stigation. 

The results of this spectacular 
inquiry are history. He uncovered 
.a nationwide utility con.spirac.y to 
flood congre.s.s with letters against 
the power companies, and enabled 
the administration to rescue the 
holding company hill from defeat 
and force it through a badly scared 
coiigre.s.s. 


If Senator Black ascends the bench—and it seems 
that he will at the time this article is written—we hope 
that he makes a good justice. 

We hope that, with the assumption of judicial re¬ 
sponsibilities and mellowness of years, he will overcome 
those curious blind spots toward civil liberties and the 
rights of those with whom he disagrees.

The characterization was an apt 
one. I>ike the late great crusading 
senator from Montana, lilack is 
that rare phenomenon in public 
life a politician with convictions 
and the courage to fight for them. 

The slenrler, boyi.sh-looking Ala¬ 
baman ha.s been fighting for his 
convictions all his life. Elected 
as prosecutor of Jefferson county. 
Ala., he promptly outraged local 
politicos by putting an end to a 
"fxd.ty fee” racket which mulcted 
thousands of dollars anntially from 
unfortunates. On hi.s first day in 
office, Black dismissed noo rases 
of alleged petty offen.ses, most of 
them charges of gambling against 
negroes who had been arrc.slcfl on 
a preceding pay day. 

Machine politicians yelled bloody 
murder. “You are turning loose 
criminals.” they cried. 

Black silenced them w'ith a 
withering retort. “These j>oor 
people,” he said, “were not ar- 
restetl b<*.cause they committed 
crimes, hut for boodle. What was 
wanted from them was not expia¬ 
tion of offenses against wjciety, 
but the fees that could he wrung 
from their pitiful wages.” 

Thi.s was only a starter. Black 
next w'adetl into a powerful boot¬ 
legging and gambling ring. He 
broke it up and placed its leader.s 
behind the bars. 

Several years later, as special 
federal prosecutor in liquor con¬ 
spiracy cases, he was equally re¬ 
lentless and hard hitting. In one 
famous ra.se he secured a convic¬ 
tion against Frank W. Boykin, now 
a member of the house from Mo¬ 
bile. The throe-year sentence was 
later reversed by a higher court on 
the ground that Boykin's indict- | 
ment was faulty. j

All of us living in this decade are cast in the role of 
innocent bystander. The crazy pageant of world progress 
passes before our dizzy eyes. 

Unlike the gallant six hundred Tennyson immortal¬ 
ized, we may, to the best of our ability, “reason why.’’ 

And in reasoning why we must recognize the fact, 
first off, that the motives and purposes of the world’s 
leading military power. Great Britain, have changed in 
these last few years. 

Last year England’s spokesmen were responsible for 
sanctions declared against Italy for her Ethiopian con¬ 
quest. 

“Aggression” was given as the cause. And this by the 
greatest aggressor nation in modern times. A nation upon 
whose outposts “the sun never sets.” 

This year England watches calmly the informal ag¬ 
gression in Spain of Germany, Italy and Russia, and the 
very formal, positive and swift-moving aggression of Ja¬ 
pan in China.

“VOTE FOR BLACK” 

Black won a state-wide reputa¬ 
tion as a fearless prosecutor and 
In 1926, at the age of 40, he ran 
for the scat of the late Senator 
Oscar Underwood when Under¬ 
wood voluntarily retired from of¬ 
fice. It was a bitter, hard-fought 
campaign, with money, business 
and the political machine united 
against Black. 

His opponents were John H. 
Bankhead, wealthy utility lawyer 
who later defeated Senator Tom 
Heflin, anil L. B. Musgrove, 
wealthy business man. Because 
Blazik was generally considered the 
outsider with little chance of elec¬ 
tion, Bankhead and Musgrove paid 
small attention to him and con¬ 
centrated tneir fire on one an¬ 
other. 

Gannily, Black used this over¬ 
sight to his own telling advantage. 

His two rivals made a practice 
of holding their meetings on op¬ 
posite corners. The vehemence 
with which they berated each 
other attracted large crowds, 
which hugely enjoyed the mutual 
castigation. At the close of these 
meetings Black would have a 
wagon drive by bearing signs 
reading: 

’’They are both right in what 
they .say about each other. Vote 
for Black.” 

Black spent little money in his 
campaign, compared with the 
flood that poured out for his op¬ 
ponents. But he electioneered in

Never in our time have people 
been so conscious of the burden 
they carry in taxes, of the mean¬ 
ness which a complacent upper 
class will practice on the help, and 
of the government’s duty to do 
something real and personal for 
the assistance of those who are so 
far down that they can’t help 
themselves. 

He needs to be fought all the 
time for he has an enormous ap¬ 
preciation of himself, and of any 
idea which he happens to approve, 
but if the country doe.sn’t go ab¬ 
solutely broke in his time it will 
be a more intelligent and a better 
country after him.
